Washington, D. G., Jan. 25.— The 


court martial for the trial of ^Geo. 
Eagan, commissary general, met to- 
day, all members being present. Gen. 
Eagan appeared with A. S. Worth- 
ington, former United States district 
attorney foi the District of Columbia, 
as his counsel. 


Gen. Eagen had no objection to any 


members of the court. He pleaded 
not guilty to the charges and specifi- 
cations, adding that he did not deny 
that he had used the language set 
forth in the specification. Attcrney 
Worthington briefly stated the de- 
fense to be that the language used bv 
Eagan was fully without the protec- 
tion of tbe law. ^No court would hold 
a man responsible for such language, 
even if the speaker was actuated by 
malice. Moreover ,the investigating 
committee had published an order of 
the president that witnesses before it 
should have immunity for whatever 
they might testify to. This was the 
solemn promise by the president. 


Worthington said that Eagan had 


sought to cdurt martial General Miles 
for his testimony, but was told by 
the secretary of .war- that the presi- 
dent's orders prevented.

Charleston, W. Va., Jan. 2 5 . — . 


B. Scott, Republican, was elected 
United States senator on joint ballot 
today. He icceived 48 votes, Mc- 
Graw 46, Goff l. Necessary to a 
choice 48. One seat in the senate 
and one in the house was vacant. 
Hunt at first voted for Blizzard, but 
changed to Scott, amid wild applause. 
Both houses ratified the agreement 
made last night to postpone further 
action in the contested cases till Feb- 
ruary 7th, suspending Senator Baker 
in the meantime. This leaves the 
Republicans a majority of three on 
joint ballot.

Washington, Jan. 25. — Senator 


Davis offered an amendment to the 
sundry civil bill, appropriating twenty 
millions to pay Spain, according to 
the treaty amendment. It has the 
endorsement o£ the committee on for- 
eign relations.

relations, at a meeting today, consid- 
ered the question an of immediate vote 
on the peace treaty. 
The opinion is 


general that an early vote should be 
had, but no time was fixed. Chair- 
man Davis was instructed to press 
consideration and allow no time to 
be lost. 


At 12:46 p. m. the senate, on mo- 


tion of Senator Davis, went into ex- 
ecutive session.

City of Mexico, Jan. 25.—Seismic dis- 


turbances were felt throughout the 
Mexican valley. 


People rushed into the streets and 


knelt praying or flocked under the pro- 
tecting arch of doorways. Customers 
in shops held onto counters to support 
themselves and all the busy life of the 
great city came to a sudden stop. 
Many houses were cracked. The na- 
tional palace was cracked in 11 places 
and In some places the sidewalks were 
broken. 
The electric light wire and 


telephone arlel cables swung like loose 
ropes in a gale. Coach horses and 
mules drawing street cars stopped and 
braced themselves to resist the trem- 
bling under their feet. 


Chambon's silk factory fell in and 


it is feared many operatives were in- 
jured. The car stables fell in, killing 
a number of mules and a child. Tele- 
graphic advices show that the earth- 
quake was felt at Vera Cruz and Co- 
lima and other points.

That is the sort of excuse Waddell 
makes before telling of an incident 
that occurred to him in Wilkesbarie 
recently. "I had visited all the news- 
papers," he says, "except one, a Pol- 
ish paper. 
I wanted that, so I 


started down town to pull them in. 
How to do it was the question. Ever 
second house on the street hung out 
a; Polish sign. I passed a saloon and 
the name over it would have made 
your teeth chatter if you had tried 
to pronounce it. I had an idea 1 
jotted the name down in my note 
book It had three k's in it, two z's 
and several s's _Then I went to see 
the editor of the Polish newspaper. 
'We just lay ourselves out to please 
your nation,11 said 'Mr. Aborn him- 
self is a Pole and we have the clever- 
est young comedian with us, who is a 
Pole. We call him Deshon in Eng- 
lish. Nobody would understand his 
name in Polish. Here it is,' and I 
showed him .the name in my note 
book. 'I can't pronounce it,' I ex 
plained. 


He fell all over himself. It was his 


own name. It was the name of his 
father, who kept a saloon a few doors 
away. Deshon might be a relative. 
He would give him all the paper. He 
did. 
He 
extolled Deshon, alias 


Zzsssk, to the skies, the cleverest 
comedian on the American stage. 


I did not see Deshon for several 


weeks. In fact i kept out of his way. 
He was searching for me, I was told. 
When he found me his wrath bad not 
died down. He is a little fellow. He 
did not attack me. Besides I had my 
whip. But what he had to say be 
hissed through his teeth. "Don't go 
about the country1 yarning about 
me," he said, "or else give me a 
chance to study the-language of the 
country I belong to. .The proprietor 
of the hotel where I was stopping 
came after me one forenoon with a 
scared face. 
'Come down stairs,' he 


begged, 'the parlor is full of for- 
eig ners. . They want you." 


It was a deputation of Poles. They 


had come to make friends with me, 
to talk about our native land. They 
all shock hands and talked gibberish. 
They wanted to banquet me. I ex- 
plained to one of them, who knew 
English, that I had forgotten Polish. 
They frowned. 
"A Pole forget bis 


native lanugage, never!" they cried 
vehemently. I broke away from them 
at last. I had to hide. 
After that I 


had to steal through back alley ways 
ito the theater. :The Polish paper 
roasted me unmercifully as a Pole 
ashamed of his country. After this 
you need not invent nationalities 
for me." 


Doc Waddell is himself American. 


Waddell is his stage name,and I for- 
get whether he said Doc stood for D. 
D. or M. D. His father is one of the 
veteran engine drivers of the coun- 
try. He has run an engine over the 
same road day after day for fifty-two 
years, and grown rich on it. 
His son 


tooK to railroading when a bby, not 
for a business, but to harden his 
muscles,, and he fired, braked and ran 
an engine till he had cultivated a 
physique like a foot ball player. 
Then he took to newspaper work and 
"turned in copy" for six or seven 
years on Western papers. He took to 
lecturing after that and left the -lec- 
ture plaftorm to fill the shoes of a 
press agent. 


"What will you try next?" I asked 
' 'I want to take up revival work,'' 


he answered, I looked for a gleam of 
humor in his eyes. There was none. 
He was grave and in earnest. "B. 
Fay Mills and all the other fellows 
who have tried revival work have not 
seemed.to me to set about the busi- 
ness in the right way. You can't save 
a man's soul jby praying over him for 
fifteen minutes at the repentance 
bench. I have my own ideas on this 
subject, and when the day comes I'm 
going to put them into practice.'

EEBELS EXTEEMELY UGLY 


And Can Sot Very Much Longer Be 


Held Itf Check. 


A OLA3H EXPECTED AT AKY TIKE. 


Filipino Representatives, For th» Second 


Time, 'Warn th« Wuhington Anthori- 
tl«» of th* Alarming Situation of Af- 
fcUr» at Manilla, and Protest Against 
tb« Stoctclar of Their bland* With 
Troop* — Chief Aculnaldo Recruiting 
Every'Available Male For HU Already 
Formidable Force*. 


• Washington, Jan. 25.—Senor Felipe 
Agoncillo, the Filipino representative, 
Has written a second appeal to the sec- 
retary of state. He calls attention to 
toe serious state of affairs at Manilla. 
Bays the two countries are on the verge 
of war and urgea the necessity of im- 
mediate attention to alleviate certain 
conditions. • 


There are, he says, at present time, 


20,000 American troops at Manilla, con- 
trolling a. population ol about 300,000. 
A number of war vessels are stationed 
in the harbor and many other Ameri- 
can men of war and transports are to 
be found within the archipelago, al- 
though the actual possession of the 
American troops extends over not to 
exceed 143 square miles out of more 
than 200,000. 


Agoncillo says that despite 
the 


forces now in this extremely circum- 
scribed area, they are informed that 
other vessels of war have been ordered 
from distant parts of the globe to re- 
inforce those now among the islands 
in question; that an attack'is contem1 
plated upon the Philippine islands; the 
islands to be taken 
in- detail, the 


smaller 
ones first, the larger ones 


blockaded, so that they may not as- 
sist those first attacked. 


It is true, he continues, that Spain 


has undertaken 
to 
convey to the 


United States its alleged claim against 
the Philippines, a claim which Spain 
was not capable 
of 
enforcing and 


which never found its origin in the 
consent of the people of those islands. 
He inquires: 


"Ares my government and people to 


.he left to suppose that it Is because 
of some desire on the part 
of 
the 


American 
government, to 
enforce 


against its late associate this exploded 
claim that the United States is massing 
its forces at the late capital of the 
Philippine islands?" 


He points out that the Philippine Is- 


lands are in a state of order, possessing 
a government satisfactory to their In- 
habitants and without an enemy with- 
in their borders offering any resistence 
to its operations, and are at peace 
With all the world. 


ALL WELL_ABMED. 


Rebel* AddlngitjKbcrnttit to An Already 


Formidable Force. 


Manilla, Jan. 25.—Reliable reports 


from the interior of Luzon indicate 
that Aguinaldo's authority is now gen- 
erally 
recognized. 
Every 
available 


male is being recruited and arms de- 
pots are being established at San Ber- 
nardino, Union, Trinidad and other 
large towns. The surrounding country 
Is being levied on for supplies and the 
Filipino troops are living on the fat 
of the land, while the native villagers 
are" compelled to subsist on rice. 


It is estimated .t'.iat there are fully 


30,000 Filipinos under arms and it is 
said that there are nearly 50 Maxim 
guns at Malolos, some of them having 
been recently acquired. The Filipino 
military authorities are 
convinced, 


they say, that the Americans will be 
unable to work effectively outside of 
Manilla In the event 
of hostilities, 


hence they feel confident in the future. 
Many of the Filipino officers complain 
of alleged discourteous treatment upon 
the part of Americans at Manilla, 


Dispatches from Maloloe, the seat ot 


the rebel government, criticise th« ap- 
pointment and the new American com- 
mission as follows: 


"The Filipinos naturally suspect tils 


Is a new attempt to humbug. 
Both 


Dewey and Spencer Pratt; promised us 
Independence if the Filiplao republic 
was stable. The Filipinos are disil- 
lusioned. 
They believe the commis- 


sion is a ruse to gain time till they 
have accumulated formidable 
forces, 


when America, abusing her strength, 
will begin a war to ratify her sover- 
eignty. 
AH' the 
commissioners are 


partisans of colonial expansion, and 
the archbishop also favors annexation 
with the'sole object of gaining the 
sympathies of the winning side, imr 
material which, In the interests of the 
religious corporations."

ton; drivers and outside labor will re-

For an IiiurKiiiio nf the Sluiirtine Army, 
but It Hu» ik Hunt of Defenders—Jerry 
Simpson Tuken Ailvaulagu ol on.Op- 
portunity to Jump on Expansion, 
Washington, Jan. 25.—In the house 


the Hull bill for the re-organization of 
the army is running the gantlet of ; 
debate. 


The final vote is to be taken not later 


than 3 o'clock next Tuesday. Practi- 
cally three propositions are before the 
house—the house bill providing for a 
standing army of 100,000 men; the mi- 
nority substitute increasing.the stand- 
ing army to 30,000 men and lodging 
with the president discretionary power 
to call out 50,000 volunteers for emer- 
gency service, and a proposition to con- 
tinue temporarily the regular army at 
its present war strength, 62,000 men. 
It is also understood that Mr. Marsh 
(Rep., Ills.) ,,Ynll champion-.the ,.MUes 
bill. 
' The eveuing session was devoted to 
set speeches. The principal one was 
made by Mr. Simpson (Pop., Kan.) in 
opposition to~tne bill. He charged that 
the Republicans were afraid to throw 
OK the mask and assert their purpose 
of holding the Philippines permanent- 
ly, H« referred to the statement of 
Mr. Brown of Ohio to the effect that the 
president had not committed himself I 
as to the future policy of the country 
regarding the Philippines. Mr. Me-'I 
Kinley, said Mr. Simpson, was a maa-' 
ter of language in the aenae in which 
a famous Frenchman once said that 
language was for .the purpose of con- 
cealing, not disclosing thought. 


Mr. Simpson's argument was devoted 


mainly against imperialism. He de- 
clared that the demand for a largo 
standing army was pressed by those 
who desired a strong centralized gov- 
ernment and those who wanted thu 
country to enter upon the dream ot 
colonial empire'. He thought it better 
to give up the Philippines together 
with 
the 
$20,000,000 paid for them 


than to hold them and raise questions 
and complications which would in- 
volve-future generations. 


Mr. Simpson said that within a few 


days 
General 
Shatter, in a public 


speech In this city, had said that in 
asserting our dominion over the Phil- 
ippines we would probably have to kill 
half the natives. 
Neither the Duke 


of Alva nor any other Spaniard had 
ever suggested anything half as re- 
volting. At the end of the nineteenth 
century a major general of the United 
States army declared It to be neces- 
sary to sacrifice 5,000,000 human be- 
ings in order that justice, might be 
meted out to the remainder. Was this

HOW LONDON FIRST LEARNED THAT 


IT HAD ENDED. 


Story of «ie Reporter Wlio Got til* 


"Scoop" and Wlio Tljeii Induced 
Blunutrck: to Allo.wHim to Send Out 
the NeivH Over IIIn Private Wire. 


.During the Franco-German war, from 


Oct. 18, 1870, to March 1, 1871, I was 
attached to the headquarters of the 
orown prince, who occupied an unas-- 
enming little villa called LesOmbragoe, 
tn'an ontskirt of Versailles, hia august 
father residing throughout the invest- 
ment and siege of Paris in the prefecture 
6f-the whilom "royal burgh," and 
Count Bismarck, with his staff of coun-. 
oilors and secretaries, in a detached, 
house of the Rue de Provence. I often 
met the chancellor out of doors, walk- 
ing or riding, during that long and bit- 
ter winter, but sedulously refrained 
from soliciting audiences, being well 
aware that the visits of a war corre- 
spondent, who had ^everything to ask 
and nothing to tell, could not possibly 
be welcome to so desperately overwork- 
ed a statesman as Bismarck. 


By what means I need not explain in 


this place, I had been made acquainted 
with the precise terms of the capitula- 
tion of Paris at an early honr of the 
morning after the conclusion of the 
armistice, and had, moreover, good rea- 
son to believe that the conditions of the 
surrender had not been communicated 
to any other correspondent of an Eng- 
lish or even a German newspaper at 
headquarters. Having obtained the su- 
premely important item of news, what 
was I to do with.it? Unless it could be 
forthwith transmitted to The Daily Tel- 
egraph office by telegraph, my chances 
of forestalling my fellow correspondents 
would be annihilated, and there was no 
•wire afc my disposal—or, for that mat- 
ter, at that of any foreign journalist— 
within the vast radius of the lines of 
investment. 
* The situation appeared an utterly 
hopeless one, until suddenly the hap- 
piest of "happy 
thoughts" flashed 


through my mind. Perhaps the all pow- 
erful chancellor, newly created a prince 
of the young German empire, would 
authorize the transmission to London1 
of my dispatch over his own official 
wire, by means of which he was "en 
rapport" with every European capital 
except beleaguered Paris. There was no 
time to lose. Before 8 a. m. I had taken 
down the articles of capitulation from 
the lips of my. informant, within half 
an hour I had copied them out, "large, 
bold and handsome, "on two pages of 
foolscap and had made myself presenta- 
ble. 
' 


''"r'At 9 o'clock represented myseMrjat th 
street door of the house in the Hue de 
Provence and sent up my card to Coun- 
cilor Lothar Bucher, with a penciled 
request that he would allow me to speak 
to him in private. Almost immediately 
he came down to the waiting room on 
.the ground floor, into which I had been 
shown, and asked me what he could do 
for me. ."Can you procure me- a five 
minutes' audience of the prince?" I re- 
plied. "I don't know," was the rejoin- 
der, "but I'll try. The chancellor is ex- 
tiemely busy, but perhaps he'll see you 
if you can assure me that the matter is 
really urgent." I declared that for me 
it could not possibly be more ao, ;where- 
upon Bucher left: me—I confess, in a 
fever of anxiety:—and. was absent for 
abont a quarter of an hour, at the ex- 
piration of which he reappeared and 
beckoned to me to follow him up stairs. 


In an ex-bondoir on the first floor 


converted into a sort of office I found 
the chancellor awaiting, me. After the 
briefest of greetings he said, "Pray, tell 
me what you want iij the fewest possi- 
ble words, for I have not a moment to 
lose." : I produced my dispatch, handed 
it to him and asked him if it wa^ sub- 
stantially Correct. 
•' ' 


After looking through it he answered: 


"Yes, it is. I don't know how you got 
your information, and I don't intend to 
ask, but these are the terms on which 
Paris surrenders. What then?" When 
I besought--his permission to forward 
the message over his wire, • he laughed 
rather grimly, saying, "You must be 
mad to ask such a thing I" 


'I urged upon him that the tension of 


public feeling in England with respect 
to the fate of Paris was very painful— 
many people's sympathy being tempo- 
rarily .averted from Germany by harrow- 
ing accounts of the sufferings undergone 
by the population of the French capi- 
tal. "That tension would be considera- 
bly relieved, sir," I replied, "by the 
knowledge that the siege of Paris ia 
come to an end and that the victors 
have accorded merciful terms. to the 
vanquished." Prince Bismarck held out 
against my importunity for abont a 
couple of minutes, but be yielded .a* 
last, only stipulating 'that I'should 
efface my name at the end of tbe dis- 
patch,
